The Washington corrospondent of the
Clincinnati Commercinl writes as follows :

I have heard o fanny anecdoto abont
the late John Covede, this morning,
which is worth repenting:

I do not know whoether the doclo
uned to preseribe whiskey for Covede or
1oty but I presdma ho did not, for Uncle
John was too faultless a man to drink
whiskey unless it wis good for him. At
any rate, he used to keep it in his room,
and drink some when he felt a httle
faint. He came from o whiskey-pro-
ducing digtrict, and the boys used to eny
that he always had on hand o nice ar-
ticle. In those days, before we had any
Congressional  Tempoerance Bncwhm.
when MeDougnl, Yates, and such kin-
dred spirits were in their prime, whiskey
used to be sold at the restaurants in the
Capitol, and it was not unfrequently
kept in some of the committec-rooms.

lf the Chairman of n committee was
bibulously inclined, and several of the
pamo feather on fhe committes with
him, the chances were that s thirsty
soul conld always find comfort in that
room, Covode st that time wos Chair-
man of the Committee on Pablic Build-
ings and Grounds, the same over which
Mr. Halsey, of New Jorsey, now so ably
prosides.

There was not much business for the
conunittee to do, and the room was o
handsome one, with lonnges, and arm-
chairs, and all the inviting influences ;
besides, it was convenient. It was

handy for the members to run into
during the long debates, to smoke a ci-
gar and hove s chat, ond at almost any
hourin the day a party of jolly memboers
might be found in that room, drinking,

smoking nnd telling storics.  The whis-
koy wus plonty. ‘.‘-u\'ml.- wis liberal

with it4 ecase after ense camo fo his wd-
dress from Pennsylvanio—a dozen bot-
tles, two dozen bottles, o small keg, a
demijohn, all sorts,

One day, early in the session, Covede
told one of his friends that there was a
good deal of whiskey drank in that
room, 1lis friend seemed perfeetly in-

different to the information, merely an-
swering, 1 s'pose so.”

they want, but I don't want them to
wilk off with it in wholesale, T'm not
ambitions to keop n wholesale estallish-
went. A fair retail business is all I enve
for. They may come hereif they are
our friends, anid drink as much as thoy
wint, but I don't want them to stesl it.
I don't want them to take s bottle to-
day, ademijohn to-morrow, aud o keg
the next day.”

“That's n ';m'-i‘ idea,” said Uncle

AGRICULTURAL.

Tite Buvsen Pruxixa oy Qrares,
From evory well de welopad eyoe on the
benring ounes of n prape vine, as o rule,
there will start two young shoots,  One
of theso will take the Tond from the firet
fow duys of warn wonther,  When this
difforence in gizo can be scon ik is then
time to go over each vine and b off
the wenker shoot, leaving but one in a
place.

Under the most intelligent culturists
this rule is nlways earried out, in young
a8 well ns in lmnrnu{ vines, Bometimes a
large number of young shoots will sturt
to grow on the base of the main nrms of
arge vines. These also should all be
rubbed off at the same time. The young
shoots loft on grow rapidly, and are,
whon 18 inches to 2 fost long, tender
sud cusily broken off by astrong wind
or o hoavy rain storm. To guned ngainst
any such mishuap, the vine-dresser should
sen that the young shoots nra fastened
to the vine or other supports in time to
avoid losing part of the crop of fruit
by this kind of carelossncss, A woek or
ten days later, whon the fruit is set,
with rank growing vines, the ends of
thoe bearing shoots may be pinched off
four or five eyes beyond the lllt!t bunch
of fruit. This will encourage the growth
of the fruit and at the same time en-
uble the owner to keep the young shoots
within bounds of the trellis, }lnvhm;:
off the ends of the shoots will force o
growth of laterals, and these in time
should be removed while small, say two
or thiee inches in length. From the
start one of the main lﬂq-mtw in pruning
is to hoave the shoots so fastemed that
there is o free cireulation of air areund
every part, and at the same time have if
possible & heulthy folinge. On this will
depend the growth and ripening of the
crop of fruit. Among the more serious
disenses that injure tho leaves is mildew,
the sppesrance of which is familinr to
those who have paid any attention to
the culture of the vine, either foreign or
native.  The spplication of powdered
sulphur is the best remedy to check thn

spread of this disepse an 1d fatal offec
upon the crvop of hm;. The 1111[»1.-\.
generally shows iteclf early in June,

and prompt measures should be taken
at onee.  Where thero ave only o dozen
or two of wvines the sulphur may be
sprinkled on with asn nll dredge-box,
but in the vineyard o sulphar bellows
will be found much better.  This fungus
growth not only attacks the leaves, but
algo the stoms and frait in time, and is
one of the most destructive diseases the
grape-grower has to contend with.
Some varictios suffor more from thisdis-
ease than others,  Among the kinds thet
the mildew affects worst on the writer's
grounds are the Iona, Diana, Catawba
and Delaware. The Concord, Hartfonl
Prolitie, Clinton, and Norton's Virginin,
grown on the same ground, and under
the same treatiment, ave seldomy injured
from this di

In lllhlti.ll" it is better to select
varicties that will make a stroug, he Mh\'
leaf, and whon wmildew appears apply
the sulpliur. Close gummer pruning is
often recommenided s o preventive
agninst this disense, but in the experi-
ence of the writer, it has not prevented
or checked mildew on yonng or uld vines,

With nntive vigorons growing kinds
close suniner pruning is not practiced
to anything like the extent that it was
ten years ago, and every yoar's experi-
ence ndds to the weig 1t of testimony
nguninst this practice. Both close plant-
ing and close summer pruning will have
to Lo adandoned with such varieties as
the Clinton, Concord, Hartford Prolific,
and Ives Seedling, These, with other
well-known native kinds, require mord
room when the vines got to he cight to
ten years old.

In garden culture, ETAPE-VInes are
often injured snd the frait lost by over-
~timu! iting the vines, Vines will muke
u rank growth of wood und leaf when
planted on rich ground, but under such
treatment the fruit will shed, leaving
the bunches straggling and drre 'ui,.r.
Ground in average heart will produce
the most satisfactory results, both in
wooll, leaf, and fruit. The most experi-
enced  growers fully understand this
point, und only apply o dressing of well-
rotted manure once every three years.
Grape men all agree that yard manure
for grape-vines should be thoroughly
decomposed before application. By fol-
lowing this plan the growth of woul
and leaf is. more cupuble of envrying
through to maturity the erop of fruit

Young vines planted this spring nood
constant attention the fivst year. 'This
dovs not entail much labor. Only one
shoot should be sllowed to grow the
first year ; all others should be rubbed
oft when the strongest is selected. When
s foot loz he shoot onght to be fasten-
ed ton stake or it may be broken off,
which will be n loss und o disappoint-
